Dear Brothers and Friends of SigEp, 

Some people take the position that Tiger 
Woods is the greatest golfer of all time. Others 
say it's still too early to tell. They say "Let's wait 
to see if he meets the 'test of time.' Let's see how 
he measures up over time when compared to 
Nicklaus, Snead, and Hogan." 

One person's greatness is unchallenged — 
Lance Armstrong. His triumph over adversity is 
truly remarkable, but I suggest that isn't what 
makes him great. What makes him great is five 
consecutive wins of the most grueling cycling 
contest in the world while overcoming 
adversity — consistent excellence over time. 

I believe our Fraternity is on the verge of 
greatness and that should be our goal. What 
does this mean to us and our efforts for the next 
two years? 

We are arguably the best college fraternity 
in the world today. 

We are the largest fraternity in the world, 
with 1 5,000 undergraduate members in 262 
chapters and more than 247,000 lifetime 
members. For the past 20 years, Sigma Phi 
Epsilon has been selected as the fraternity of 
choice by more men than any other. New 
members tell us they join our Fraternity because 
SigEp is proud of the right things — the 
important things — each individual SigEp is 
learning how to live his best life. It's about the 
Balanced Man Ideal, developing a Sound Mind 
and a Sound Body. 

Our chapter houses are becoming living 
and learning environments. Residential 
Learning Communities have faculty who keep 
office hours in the house. We are tearing out bars 
and replacing them with computer facilities, 
libraries, and study areas. It's paying off 

Today almost half of our chapters are above 
the all-campus average. In short, the average 
student in half of our SigEp chapters is doing 
better academically than the average student on 
campus. Thirty-one chapters are in the Phi Beta 
Kappa Wheelhouse with a GPA above 3.15. 

Our Leadership Continuum of New 
Member Camps, Carlson Leadership 
Academies, the Ruck Leadership Institute, the 
Balanced Man Quest to Greece, and now the 
Volunteer College is paying great dividends. 

Our retention rate for 2001-2002 was 95.2 
percent, the highest in the fraternity world. The 



next highest rate was 84.9 percent. Our average 
chapter size in 2001-2002 was 54 — again, the 
best in the fraternity world. 

Like Tiger Woods, we are a very good 
Fraternity, perhaps the best Fraternity. But we 
are not yet a great fraternity. Greatness is 
achieved with consistent excellence over time — 
excellence for an extended period of time. 

While more men join SigEp than any 
other fraternity, our recruitment efforts can 
always be improved. We will work hard to 
improve our recruitment programs. 

Our leadership and brotherhood 
development programs are the envy of almost 
every other fraternity. But they have not yet met 
the test of time. We need to improve the 
consistency of our programming so that every 
chapter has an opportunity to not only 
participate in but to benefit from these 
programs. 

Our New Member Camps are an exciting 
addition. But last year, only half of our new 
members had an opportunity to attend. By the 
end of 2005, we should be able to say that every 
new member has been given that opportunity. 

We have many very good, highly 
dedicated volunteers. But again, we don't have 
enough volunteers. We need to recruit, train, 
and motivate volunteers so every chapter has at 
least three to five volunteers working with it on a 
continuing basis. 

Every chapter has a Chapter Plan. That 
said, they are not all equal. Every chapter should 
have a Chapter Plan that is meaningful and truly 
expresses the goals and aspirations of the 
chapter. And when this plan has been developed 
and everyone in the chapter agrees that it is the 
right plan, then the real work begins, the work to 
accomplish the chapter's goals. 

I know this sounds like two years of hard 
work. It is. And we can only be successful if 
everyone — undergraduates, alumni, and staff — 
works together in a coordinated effort. 

But it will all be worth it when everyone 
who sees our Greek letters says, "There goes a 
SigEp, That's a great fraternity," 

Can we do it? Well, I know one thing. 
Everyone in this Fraternity took a vow upon his 
honor to do his very best. So let's get it done!

"Greeks" Article Gets A Second Look 

While this article [Summer Issue, "You Mean the Greeks 
Were Right?"] may have had good intentions and attempted 
to demonstrate why the Mediterranean diet may have health 
benefits, the correlation to the USDA (not FDA) food 
pyramid is invalid. The USDA food pyramid (sometimes 
referred to as the FDA food pyramid) has been shown to be 
directly related to the increasing obesity rates and associated 
health problems among Americans. Making references to the 
USDA/FDA pyramid was invalid and only perpetuates the 
idea that this pyramid promotes a healthy diet. Fortunately, 
the article does go into specifics of how often the different 
food types were eaten by Mediterraneans, which is in 
contradiction to the USDA food pyramid. However, the 
average reader isn't going to understand the differences. 

I hope that you make the appropriate corrections and/or 
editorial notes in the upcoming issue of The journal to correct 
the potential misconceptions that this article may generate.

This diet is NOT suited for the vast majority of Americans. 

I'm in Italy three to four months of each year, and there 
are huge differences in the environments of Italy and the U.S. 

Italy does NOT have land to raise lots of meat animals. 
Meat is vastly more expensive in Italy than it is in the U.S. 
and the quality is quite inferior. 
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The majority of pasta and bread consumed in Italy is 
from white flour. They eat a huge amount of simple 
carbohydrates which the typical American cannot possibly 
consume without lots of problems. Eat two pounds of pasta 
and a dozen cups of espresso for one week, no meat or fruit, 
and see what happens. Even if you liberally douse it with olive 
oil, you'll have a monstrously hard time. 

If you dig into the root meaning of Italian dialects, you 
will find the concept of a meal being bread with 
accompaniments. Literally, everything other than bread is a 
flavoring for the bread, not a true meal component. 

Please consider re-addressing this article. Promoting a 
healthy diet for SigEp is a great idea. Promoting an 
inappropriate diet is not. The "conclusion" that eating like a 
1960s Mediterranean Italian is appropriate for young 
American men is not only fallacious, it is dangerous.

• This state of the art four-story Townhouse was built during 
the 2002 academic year and sleeps 30 men. It is part of the 
University's Townhouse Row, a city block of townhouses for 
fraternities and sororities. The SigEp Townhouse is one of the 
largest and occupies the corner of 23rd and F Street. 

• There are 10 men who live on each of the top three floors. 
Each room has high speed internet connections and four of 
the rooms on each floor share a bathroom, while one room on 
each floor has its own bathroom. The chapter shares an 
elevator with the Alpha Phi Sorority.

THE IMPORTANCE OF HOUSING MANAGEMENT 



Campaign for Miami of Ohio's Magnificent New Home 



For nearly 50 years, the Ohio Eta 
Chapter was housed at 224 East 
Church Street in Oxford, Ohio. 
During those years, the chapter 
saw over 1 ,400 young men pass through 
its red doors. And at nine consecutive 
Conclaves, the chapter received a 
Buchanan Cup for excellence. Times 
have changed. 

In March of 1994, the Oxford Fire 
Marshall condemned the chapter house. 
A period of neglect and disrepair led to 
this unfortunate event. As a result, the 
house would be demolished five months 
later, and for the next 1 years, Ohio Eta 
would not have a permanent home. 

No permanent home on a campus 
where one-third of all students belong to 
one of more than 50 Greek-letter 
organizations. Four fraternities. Beta 
Theta Pi, Sigma Chi, Phi Delta Theta, 
and Phi Kappa Tau, were all founded at 
Miami, as well as Delta Zeta Sorority. 
Having no permanent home essentially 
meant a never-ending struggle to survive. 
Without the dedication of its Alumni 
and Volunteer Corporation, the chapter 
would not be in the strong - that's right 
- strong position it enjoys today.

Construction began on a $1.5 
million property for SigEp at Miami 
University in Oxford, Ohio, on June 14, 
2003. This victory was the result of a 
successful fund-raising 
campaign, not the fact that 
Ohio Eta owned a very 
valuable, debt-free piece of 
property and crucial loans 
from a local private lender 
and the National Housing 
Corporation.

Throughout the 1990s, dedicated 
alumni led the effort to fmd alternate 
housing for the chapter. After two fund- 
raising efforts did not generate the 
needed results, the Alumni and 
Volunteer Corporation (A&VC) 
evaluated its position and learned three 
important elements for a successful 
campaign. It would need to expand the 
role of the A&VC, enlist a professional 
fund-raising organization specializing in 
fundraising for fraternities, and keep the 
alumni and undergraduate chapter 
informed every step of the way. 

Expanding the role of the A&VC 
meant getting the right men to work on 
the campaign. A Campaign Committee 
was formed with Joseph H. Etter, '73, 
William M. "Doc" Gordon, '57, and 
Scott H. Shadrick, '71, working as Co- 
Chairs of the national campaign. 
Herbert B. Glasgow, '74, worked as the 
Campaign Coordinator. A separate 
Building Committee was led by Bob 
Albright, '51. This committee created 
plans for the new chapter home and 
selected architects and contractors. 

The newly expanded A&VC then 
selected Ron Rietdorf & Associates as the 
fund-raising firm, and a feasibility study 
was conducted for Ohio Eta. At the end of 
six months, the results were promising. The 
campaign set a $500,000 
fund-raising goal, and in 
January, 2003, "The 
Campaign for Ohio Eta" was 
officially launched. In May, 
2003, the Campaign 
Committee raised the goal to 
the present $750,000 level. 



thought-out and aggressive program of 
communications with both alumni and 
undergraduates. This meant utilizing the 
Internet and email along with 
production and mailing of interesting 
and informative newsletters. Finally, a 
well-planned annual event gives alumni a 
reason to visit campus, evoking a sense of 
nostalgia and enthusiasm for SigEp. 
Information on the status of the 
campaign, along with a wealth of 
supporting documentation, is posted on 
the chapter's website, 
www.orgs.muohio.edu/musigep. A list serve 
for alumni was established by Miami 
University, and newsletters are mailed 
out a minimum of twice a year. Every 
June, during Alumni Weekend, alumni 
and undergraduates gather for the "Event 
in the Tent" held on the property where 
the chapter house is being constructed. 

This approach has proven successful 
for the campaign. To date, more than 
$540,000 has been pledged. The 
campaign will conclude in the Spring of 
2004, with the new chapter house 
scheduled to open in time for the 2004- 
2005 academic year.

On the evening of June 28, 2003, 
Sigma Phi Epsilon chartered its 
364* chapter at DePaul University. 
A unique institution with two main 
campuses in the city of Chicago makes for 
a different chapter experience than most. 
Today, the chapter is the largest fraternity 
on a campus with no Greek housing and 
has one of the top GPAs. 

Chapter & History 

The roots of the chapter go back to 
the Fall of 2000, when the initial expansion 
at DePaul University was launched. Most 
recruiting took place on the Lincoln Park 
Campus, the 'traditional' campus with 
residence halls and various campus buildings. 
Some recruiting took place on the Loop 
Campus, located in the heart of 
downtown Chicago. The Loop Campus 
is purely commuter as the "campus" is 
clustered in several skyscrapers. 

The Balanced Man Ideal attracted 
the initial group of SigEps, who had a 
desire to be a part of something different, 
and it continues to hold true. Academic 
standards are the highest on campus — 
men must have a 2.75 GPA to remain in 
good standing. The chapter sponsored a 
TIPS training program for its Greek 
community during the 2001 Alcohol 
Awareness Week. 

Brothers are highly involved in 
student life with the Student 
Government Association, holding both 
Cabinet and Senate positions. They also 
hold Executive Board positions on Up 
'Til Dawn — St. Jude's Hospital 
philanthropy. Delta Sigma Pi 
Business Fraternity, Catholic 
Student Union, United 
Muslims Moving Ahead, 
Asian Cultural Exchange, and 
several other organizations.

He Mouthed the Word ^^Cancer

Cory J. Schumacher, Minnesota 
'00, is a lucky man. He 
discovered he had testicular 
cancer, early He underwent surgeries and 
is now free of cancer. Most men put it 
off, sometimes indefinitely. Those men 
die from testicular cancer every year. 
Cory is alive today, because he took 
action, and is not afraid to share his 
story. Cory and his wife share their 
experience with The Journal. Read on, 
and fmd the same courage if you find 
yourself in the same position of finding 
something that is not normal. 

Journal: When did you suspect that you 
might have testicular cancer? 

Cory: I started to notice something was 
not right at the end of my senior year at 
Minnesota; back then I knew very little 
about testicular cancer, so I wasn't sure 
what to think when a flat, but a hard 
lump began to form on my right testicle. 
My first reaction was that it was nothing 
wrong, or just a temporary condition 
that would soon fade away. However, 
early into the summer, not only did that 
small lump begin to grow, but two other, 
more defined lumps developed as well. 
Nevertheless, it was embarrassing to even 
think about bringing it up in conversation, 
so like most men, I kept it to myself. 

Journal: When did you know it was 
time to act? 

Cory: Towards the end of July, I was at 
home and randomly used my parents 
shower while my girlfriend (now wife) 
Erika used my shower. There was a 
shower card in the stall that detailed how 
to self-check for breast and testicular 
cancer. I remember seeing that shower 
card while growing up, but never 
imagined that it would actually have an 
impact on me one day. The first person I 
talked to was Erika, and she, too, hoped 
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Cory J. Schumacher, Minnesota '00, with his wife Erika. 
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It's a fact: 



that it was nothing, but I had a feeUng 
that something was definitely wrong. So 
I immediately scheduled an appointment 
with a doctor. That doctor requested an 
ultrasound and blood test, but was 
unwilling to make a diagnosis without 
having me see a urologist. 

Journal: What happened when you met 
with the urologist? 

Erika: There was a lot of anxiety leading 
up to that day, the medical doctors Cory 
had seen didn't know if it was cancer or 
not, so we had to see a urologist. Cory, his 
parents and I were expecting the doctor 
to come in and say, "It's nothing. False 
alarm, he is healthy and okay." When the 
doctor did come out, he asked to meet 
with Cory and his father, while his 
mother and I waited in the lobby. After 
ten minutes, Cory came out and brought 
us into the room. At that point, things 
felt surreal as Cory said that it was not 
good. He mouthed the word, "Cancer." 
After that, it was hard to hear anything 
the doctor said. I kept thinking it was a 
death sentence. 

Cory: For me, I remember looking at 
everyone in the room and seeing the 
expressions on their faces. Their concern 
for me was overwhelming. I felt bad that 
they would have to endure this with me. 
When I told my best friend, fellow SigEp 
and best man at my wedding, he cried. I 
wasn't ready to hear that I had cancer, 
and I certainly wasn't ready to witness 
the reactions of my family and closest 
friends. That was the hardest part of the 
entire ordeal for me. 

Journal: What happened next? 

Erika: I left the room to tell my parents 

and broke down over the 

phone talking to my mom. 

She asked me what was 

wrong, and I just sobbed, 

"Cancer. He has cancer." I 

did not want to do that in 

front of Cory — I didn't want 

to make it any harder for 

him. 



home in terms of urgency. 
One thing that helped was 
that I sought out help early 
enough before the cancer 
spread. Most men will wait 
years, until they have a lump 
the size of their testicles before 
they consult a doctor. I was 
not going to do that. 

Journal: Let's talk about 
your surgeries. 

Cory: I underwent two 
surgeries to have the cancer 
removed. For the first 
operation, known as an 
inguinal orchiectomy, they 
made a four-inch horizontal 
incision in my groin to remove 
the cancerous testicle. This was 
an outpatient surgery, but it 
was very difficult to walk for a 
couple of weeks. The second 
surgery, a retroperitoneal 
lymph node dissection 
(RPLND), required a 12-inch 
incision from the bottom of 
my sternum to below my 
beltline. This procedure is to 
remove the lymph nodes 
connected to the testicles to 
see if the cancer has spread and 
to remove any malignant 
tissue. I was in the hospital for 
four straight days as a result of 
this surgery.

chemotherapy. In my 
case, the surgeries 
were successful and 
eliminated the cancer. 
For the past 3 years, I 
have been getting 
regular checkups to 
catch it if it comes 
back. Those checkups 
have now gone down 
to once a year. 

Journal: That is good 
news. What is your 
advice for people

Journal: So the second surgery 
opens up your midsection? 

Cory: Yes, the RPLND is an 

extremely invasive surgery, but it was 
necessary to determine if the cancer had 
spread. Fortunately, I only had Stage 1 of 
testicular cancer, where it is 
confined to the testicle (s), so 
there was no need for 
chemotherapy. There are 
two types of testicular 
cancer — seminomas, the 
most common type, which 
is typically treated with 
radiation, and 
nonseminomas, which is 
typically treated through 
surgery and/or

Cory: Perform a self- 
check regularly. 
Testicular cancer can 
affect men ages 1 5 to 
35, but it can strike 
any male, any time. 
Don't be embarrassed 
or ashamed if you find 
something unusual 
with one of your 
testicles; get it checked 
out immediately. 
Testicular cancer is a 
very curable disease if 
it is found early. Since 
my ordeal with 
testicular cancer, I 
have not been afraid 
to share my experiences, 
so I have had several 
male friends and 
colleagues approach 
me with questions and 
concerns. I advised 
them on what to do, and when they 
visited their doctors, they learned that it 
was not testicular cancer. I think it is 
important that Sigma Phi Epsilon 
addresses this form of cancer directly. I 
am willing to help other SigEps on this 
topic in any way I can.

When I first thought of yoga, I 
thought, hmm... Madonna. 
But, I was misguided, which 
is not surprising. Deep down inside, I 
knew yoga was legitimate, but I was 
stubborn," says Stephen R. Vanacore, 
George Washington, '03. Recently, the 
SigEps at George Washington embarked 
on a new path for Sound Mind and 
Sound Body by practicing yoga. In the 
basement of their beautiful townhouse in 
downtown D.C., brothers gather for 50 
minutes to participate in the 5,000-year- 
old practice. They challenged their 
perceptions of yoga and are discovering a 
new way to stay healthy, a new way to be 
Balanced Men. 

The word yoga in Sanskrit means 
"to hitch up or yoke." There are many 
branches of yoga but the branch most 
known is Hatha yoga, which is the "yoga 
of activity," originally developed as a 
means of meditation. Hatha yoga prepares 
the body and nervous system for the 
necessary stamina to allow the mind to 
remain calm. 

The yoga the brothers of D.C. 
Alpha are practicing is called Power 
Vinyasa yoga. In this style of yoga, the 
asanas or postures are held then 
connected in a flowing manner that heats 
the body internally building up a good 
sweat to work out toxins in the body. 
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There is no bending the body into a 
pretzel or chanting. Unfortunately, many 
men have been less inclined to try yoga 
for many reasons. One of the largest 
misconceptions is — it's just for girls. 
Many professional athletes attest that 
yoga improves their athletic 
performance. Some notables include the 
NFL's Eddie George, the 
MLB's Barry Zito, the 
NBAs Kevin Garnett, the 
NHL's Sean Burker, and 
the PGA's David Duval. 

After practicing yoga 
for a short time, people see 
how much the physical 
aspect of yoga affects the 
mental aspect.

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Ironman Update

The trio finished the race in a little over 
16 hours; the swim lasted 90 minutes, the 
biking was over seven hours, and the marathon 
was over six hours. The marathon was the final 
event, and the three were able to run side by 
side. Crossing the finish line, the brothers were 
met by their families and chapter brothers. 
Lampi and Casper are considering competing 
solo in another Triathlon within the next 
few years.

did they see themselves as exceptional for 
trying. They wanted to challenge themselves, 
and if they completed an Ironman Triathlon, 
so much the better. After they began to train, 
their mindset changed. They saw themselves as 
average men doing extraordinary things. Heat, 
exhaustion, pain — none of those things 
mattered. They believed in themselves and 
were there for each other, which, in the end, 
was the only thing that did matter.

Memphis SigEps Get Fit 

Each semester the men of the Tennessee Beta Chapter 
at the University of Memphis help each other achieve 
personal fitness goals with a Fitness Day. 
Fitness Day is held twice each semester, once at the beginning 
and once at the end. The object is for brothers to set individual 
fitness goals and measure their progress between the two days. 

Fitness Day begins at the field house and track, where 
members' heart rate, blood pressure, body fat percentage and 
cholesterol levels are measured and logged. The chapter enlists 
the services of the Health Center to take the measurements. 
Once that portion is complete, it is time to measure the 
number of push-ups and pull-ups each SigEp 
can do. They also measure the time it takes 
to run a mile. Once this information 
is calculated. Fitness Day ends, and 
the task of reaching one's personal 
best begins. 

During the rest of the semester, 
SigEps gather to work out at the 
campus fitness center. While goals are 
tracked individually, the brothers work out in 
informal groups. At any given time, you will find up to 20 SigEps in the gym. Fitness Day 
is a large part of being a SigEp at Tennessee Beta. It is something the brothers are excited 
about and challenge each other to improve, and the results show. Brother Nicholas T. 
Maynard, '05, was able to lose 40 pounds in one semester. He says, "Our Sound Mind/ 
Sound Body program and the support received from the chapter have made my goal to 
become a healthier individual more attainable. I now feel I live the life of a Balanced Man, 
and the root of my inspiration continues to be Sigma Phi Epsilon." 





3,500 Miles Across America. 



From June 1 through August 5, 
Lambuth SigEps David M. 
Dietrich, '01, Justin H. CoUett, 
'03, and Brian O. Hamblen, '01, cycled 
3,500 miles across America. Their route 
started in Charleston, South Carolina, 
and ended in San Francisco, California. 
Through the flat lands of the Midwest, 
the trio logged more than 100 miles in 
one day. Crossing the Rocky Mountains 
meant pushing their limits to reach 25 
miles in a day at nearly 6,000 feet. This 
cross-country trek was the 2003 Cycle of 
Life, and it was created by these 
determined SigEps to raise money for the 
Special Kid Fund (SKF). 

The SKF caters to the needs of 
disabled children and at-risk youth, and

graduation."

Every evening, 
when the weary riders arrived at their 
destination, they received phone calls 
and emails of encouragement. 
Throughout the experience, the SigEps 
learned how to apply the values of the 
Fraternity in overcoming strenuous 
obstacles.

t s axiomatic to say that 
college and sports have long gone 
hand-in-hand throughout the 
campuses of the land. We all know 
stories about the football hero who 
could barely articulate a sentence 
but who somehow weathered 
semester after semester with grades 
good enough for him to stay in 
school — or we should say, stay on 
the team. In American academe, the 
healthy body has consistently 
obscured the healthy mind, in many 
areas. The Arts, for example. There 
was a time that no red-blooded 
SigEp could possibly be interested 
in dance, literature, painting or 
classical music. Majoring in 
anything but business and the 
sciences was suspect. That was the 
good old American way. To the 
football game or to the museum? 
The game won hands down. 




Fortunately, not every SigEp was 
caught up in that stereotype 
syndrome. The creative mens sana did 
exist in the corpore sanOy and the 
number and stature of SigEps in the 
fields of art and entertainment is 
singularly impressive. It is a revelation 
to consider the accomplishments of 
many of our brothers enriching the 
cultural life of our country. Some 
attained fame and fortune. Those 
with a high profile make a very 
impressive list. 

For example, what SigEp has not 
looked at Marilyn Monroe and sighed 
longingly as he watched a late-night 
rerun of one of her movies? And to be 
with her day after day? Mind blowing! 
But if there had to be that someone, it 
should have been, and was, a SigEp. 
On stage and screen, Marilyn was the 
demure and sexy epitome of the 
American Beauty. She was also co- 
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Ted Shawn, Denver '12 

Starred with actor Tom Ewell (the 
lucky dog, said one brother), Samuel 
Yewell Thomkins, Wisconsin, '3 1 . 

His performance as the bungling 
husband left to his own devices by 
wife and child on vacation was 
masterful. He fantasized, and how! 
Ewell's specialty on stage was the role 
of a bungling husband who ended up 
behind the eight ball with the women 
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he ineptly chased. Our brother did, 
however, get to spend all that time 
with Marilyn although he couldn't 
make time with her on stage! 

Ted Shawn (Edwin M. Shawn, 
Denver '12) is another example of 
high profile. His contributions 
revolutionized dance performances 
around the globe. He was determined 
to overcome the stigma of men's 
effeminacy in the dance profession. 

Too tall for classical ballet, he 
organized his own company and 
began inventing dances far removed 
from the 19th Century ballet that 
dominated the stages of Europe and 
America in the early years of the 20th 
Century. Shawn's innovations were 
many and revolutionary. He used 
themes such as the American Indian, 
the pioneers, and the conquistadors. 
In 1933, he and his wife, dancer Ruth 
St. Denis, drawing successfully from 
the legends and native dances of many 
cultures, from India, Spain, and 
Mexico among others, formed the 
Denishawn dance company, which 
has continued to the present day as 
the Jacob's Pillow Festival in 
Massachusetts. Thanks to Shawn, the 
concept of dance and of professional 
dancers has never been the same. 
Shawn liberated dance. 

Famed movie costume designer 
Walter C. Plunkett, California- 
Berkeley '23, got his start through 
Ruth St. Denis, Shawn's wife, whose 
costumes he designed. Could this 
have been thanks to the meeting of 
two SigEp brothers? We can only 
speculate, but this led to the hiring of 
Plunkett by RKO films and won him 
numerous awards and honors and the 
job of designing costumes for such 
box office successes as An American in 
Paris, and Gone With the Wind. He 
was widely proclaimed as the finest 
period costume designer in the film 
industry. He received numerous 
honors and awards for his work with 
such Hollywood stars as Judy 
Garland, Katharine Hepburn, and 
Fred Astaire.

Hollywood would 
indeed have been a less 
glamorous and successful 
home of the Silver Screen 
without such giants as 
Hank Moonjean, 
Southern California '52, 
and William J. Burrud, 
Southern California '46. 
Moonjean's accomplishments are 
staggering. He has been screenwriter, 
director and, above all, producer of 
some of the finest and most prestigious 
films of the years of Hollywood's 
apotheosis. Until relatively recently, 
films and film studies were not 
academically respected subjects, but a 
quick perusal of Moonjean's films 
discredits such a concept. Moonjean's 
credits list 28 films, all of them readily 
recognized as some of the finest to 
come out of Hollywood. They are 
works of high cinema art, all clearly 
top-notch films starring Hollywood's 
finest stars: Robert Redford, Paul 
Newman, Frank Sinatra, Elizabeth 
Taylor, and Audrey Hepburn, to name a 
few. Brother Moonjean has been the 
recipient of various awards of

distinction, and we can suppose that 
one of his finest moments was the 
seven nominations of the film. 
Dangerous Liaisons. It received four well- 
deserved Academy Awards. A film 
version of an 18^^ Century novel of 
seduction, betrayal and, eventually, 
love, it is an outstanding example of 
film accomplishment. 

Burrud's films and television 
programs represent an impressive 
contribution of a different kind. After 
working for major studios in 
Hollywood, he founded his own firm. 
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Bill Burrud, Inc., and Postage stamp

produced such hlms as Cat in the Hat

Wildlife Adventure. He 

was the foremost producer of wildlife 

television films, and led the world in 

concern for endangered species and 

poaching of animals, particularly the 

elephant. 

Another brother of international 
fame was Dr. Seuss (Theodor S. 
Geisel, Dartmouth '25) who 
revolutionized the field of children's 
books. His 48 books have sold over 
400 million copies. Long before 
Harry Potter came along, such figures 
as the Grinch, the hat-wearing cat, 
and Who-hearing Horton, the 
elephant, were peopling children's 
imaginations and their hearts. Seuss' 
widow has been instrumental in 
opening up the books to film, the 
Broadway stage, and a theme park. 
Seuss works stress human behavior 
and fight prejudice. The famous 
illustrations of such works as The Cat 
in the Hat, Horton Hears a Who, and 
How the Grinch Stole Christmas were 
also his. 

SigEps in the art world have also 
made significant contributions. 
Hubert O. Shup trine, Tennessee '55, 
made his early mark as an abstract 
painter, winning almost every award 
offered in the South. In 1970, 
however, he became a water colorist 
with a style similar to that of Andrew 
Wyeth. His change of course came on

a trip to a Maine fishing village. 
"We function at an accelerated pace 
nowadays," he wrote, "and in art, as 
in other aspects of life, I had become 
accustomed to quick glances at things 
sensational. I had heard artists 
complain that they couldn't find 
subject matter close by, and had heard 
viewers express surprise in simple 
discoveries. Then, I understood: 
subject matter was everywhere. There 
was timeless beauty in the plainest 
face or object." Brother Shuptrine 
grew up in Chattanooga, and studied 
fine arts at the University of Tennessee 
where he also joined Tennessee Alpha. 

Artist Peter G. Holbrook, 
Dartmouth '61, a native 
New Yorker, received his I i f 
AB from Dartmouth, then I '*■ , | 
did graduate work at the — ^^ 

Brooklyn Museum School 
of Art. Between 1962 and 
1988, he taught at a 
number of places, had 
more than 40 one-person 

shows since I960 in some Peter G. Holbrook, 

of our country's most 
prestigious museums, where many of his 
paintings are part of permanent 
collections. He is also well represented 
in some of the finest corporate 
collections. A winner of many prizes, 
Holbrook's works have been in about 
two dozen books and major magazines. 
He is one of America's finest painters 
of Western landscapes. 

Few people who have gone to 
Portland, Oregon, have not seen the 



sculpture of Lawrence P. Kirkland, 
Oregon State '72. Noted for his 
public sculptures, his works abound 
all over the United States and as far 
away as Malaysia. He has been called 
"Oregon's public artist" for his works 
in the Northwest, where he also was a 
key figure in the establishment of the 
Oregon Conventions Center's art 
program, as he has been in other parts 
of the country. Equally identified with 
"public art" is Bruce N. Blackburn, 
Cincinnati '61, one of the nation's 
best commercial designers. His design 
of the flag has flown over communities 
from one end of our country to the 
other, and adorned postage stamps, 
books, and brochures, the symbol of 
the Bicentennial. 

George J. Ablah, Kansas '51, is 
not an active artist himself, but his 
contribution to the world of fine art is 
considerable. Ablah, a wealthy and 
very successful business man, became 
an art collector of note. One might 
call him an art maverick, not for the 
works of such major figures as 
Brancusi, Arp, Bolero, or Giacometi, 

__ — but for his display of 

them. For example, 
^ Ablah's executive 

aircraft was designed 
so that the owner 
could enjoy them on 
his frequent business 
flights as well as on 
the ground. 

Another successful 
brother, Barney A. Ebsworth, 
Washington in St. Louis '57, also 
amassed a notable art collection, 
primarily of American artists: John 
Marin, Marsden Hartley, Edward 
Hopper and Georgia O'Keefe, to name 
a few of the most widely known. It is 
a collection that is ranked in the 
company with those of Whitney, 
Barnes, and Rockefeller.

Synergy is defined as interaction 
among groups. . .that creates an 
enhanced combined effect. At every 
meeting of the Grand Chapter, there 
is a synergy and in San Antonio it 
was overwhelming and marked with 
many special events. From the 
rejoicing of Buchanan Cup chapters 
to the elations of the Citation 
winners and Order of the Golden 
Heart recipients to the honorable 
Brotherhood Luncheon, SigEp had so 
much to be proud of and so much to 
celebrate. 



First, the numbers: the total 
number of attendees was 1,302, 
again making it the largest fraternity 
convention. There were over 110 
hours of educational programs 
addressing all areas of the Fraternity 
and its operations. On Saturday 
morning at the first-ever 
Conclave 5K run, there 
were 96 participants 
(that is correct, 96 
participants running 
and walking at 
7:00 a.m.). There 
were 40 Buchanan 
Cups awarded 
to outstanding 
chapters, and three of 
them were the first-ever 
Golden Buchanan Cups 
awarded to a chapter winning 
its fifth consecutive Buchanan Cup, 
an entire decade of excellence. A total 
of 33 resolutions were brought to the 
Conclave legislation floor. Finally, 
our best number to report. . .there 
were zero incidents of misconduct 
during the entire Conclave. No 
individual or chapter will appear in 
"Our Very Own Frat Boys" for 
actions unbecoming of a SigEp at the 
Grand Chapter Conclave. 

Next, is the legislation. This is 
where SigEp undergraduates. District 
Governors, and the National Board 
of Directors set the course for the 
Fraternity. Every chapter has a voting 
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delegate, which makes up 85 percent 
of the Grand Chapter. Each of the 28 
District Governors and 1 1 members 
of the National Board of Directors 
have a vote as well. Committees of 
undergraduates meet to discuss 
resolutions assigned to them, and they 
report to the entire delegation during 
one of the three legislative sessions. 
Rigorous debate on the resolution 
follows, ending in a vote to determine 
action. For delegates, it is an exercise in 
democracy and an opportunity to forge a 
new path. 

Historically, the legislative floor 
has seen the birth of many SigEp and 
fraternity innovations — from the 
creation of the Balanced Man Program 
to the removal of membership 
restrictions. Our heritage as a great 
Fraternity is built from the debates on 
the floor to the committee meetings 
lasting until the late hours of the 
night. In San Antonio, the delegates 
adopted legislation that defined the 
role between local Alumni and 
Volunteer Corporations and the 
National Board of Directors, as well as 
established a two-year strategic 
partnership with the YouthAIDS 
Foundation. A summary of all 
legislation can be found at www.sigep.org. 

With so many SigEps together, 
the opportunity to improve the 
undergraduate experience is great. 
Education was a large focus for this 
Conclave. Volunteers and the 
Headquarters staff put together 
sessions that focused on housing, 
recruitment, development, and public 
relations. There was a special mock 
trial presentation titled, "Is It Worth 
the Risk?" based on a real SigEp 
lawsuit that went to trial in May, 
2003. Its purpose was to educate 
brothers, volunteers and alumni about 
the consequences when bad choices are 
made. In this case, a chapter furnished 
alcohol to underage guests at a 
recruitment party, violating state law 
and Fraternity policies. These actions 
led to two fatalities resulting from 
drunk driving. 




The Balanced Man 
Celebration 

Thursday, August 13, 2003 

An evening during which the 
accomplishments of the under- 
graduate chapters are recognized. 
It is the night where SigEp's best 
chapters are awarded the Buchanan 
Cup for their dominance in chapter 
operations between Conclaves. Few 
things are as exciting as witnessing a 
chapter win its first-ever Buchanan 
Cup. "We were tremendously excited 
to have received, for the first time in 
our 99-year history, the Fraternity's 
highest honor. As the Master of 
Ceremonies began to list our 
accomplishments and campus 
activities, an enormous grin was 
struck on each of our faces as we 
realized that our lofty endeavors had 
been nationally recognized. When I 
approached the stage to receive the 
Cup, feelings of excitement, pride, 
and gratitude overwhelmed me. It 
was truly one of our chapter's finest 
hours, " says Johnathan B. Kahn, 
Penn '04.

Cincinnati Attracts the 
Best Men on Campus 

Since its inception in 1 990, tlie Balanced Man Scholarship has been the 
Ohio Theta Chapters best way to improve its GPA. In the mid-1990s, 
the chapter averaged a 2.77 GPA, which was a little less than the all- 
campus GPA of a 2.81. Today, the chapter averages a 3.10 GPA, which 
is higher than the 2.88 all-campus. How did the Balanced Man Scholarship 
chapter make such a steady improvement in academic performance? 



There are a couple of reasons; one is 
the scholarship's organization puts 
academics at the forefront of the 
brothers' minds. It begins in November 
when the chapter elects a chairman for 
the Balanced Man Scholarship. This 
brother has the responsibility of 
overseeing the scholarship and a 
committee of five to 1 brothers assisting 
him. In the spring, the chapter begins 
promotion of the scholarship through 
mass mailings to incoming students, 
contact with high school guidance 
counselors, and posting the application 
on its website. At the end of the spring 
term, the chapter has over 200 
applications to review. 

From there, the chapter narrows the 
field to its top 50 applicants. These 50 
applicants are interviewed by the chapter 
over the summer months. The workload 
is divided among the chapter brothers so 
everyone has to conduct an interview. 
These interviews are held at the home of 
the scholarship applicant, which is better 
for the applicant and shows the 
commitment of the 
chapter. As part of the 
interview, the chapter 
members talk about the 
challenges of college life, 
as well as the rewards, as 
they know it is on every 
student's mind. In 
addition, they have a 
packet of information 
about the university and 
the city of Cincinnati to 
help ease the sometimes 
shaky transition from

high school to college life. 
Parents play a key role in the 
interviewing process as they 
have a multitude of questions 
that are answered by the 
SigEps. 

Once the applicants arrive 
on campus, SigEp maintains 
contact by inviting them to 
dinners at the chapter house. It is also a 
way for them to get to know more students 
on campus. 

Putting together a Balanced Man 
Scholarship banquet requires a lot of 
organization. The Marriott Kingsgate 
Conference Center, located on campus, 
serves as the venue. There is a guest 
speaker, usually an alumnus, followed by a 
short program on SigEp. Then the 
winners are announced. Once the 
scholarship is over, the chapter continues 
to maintain personal contact with the 
applicants. Many end up joining once 
they see the chapter's commitment to 
academics is the same as theirs.

• Begin promoting the scholarship at 
least six months before the banquet. 

• Post the application on the chapter's 
website. 

• Conduct in-home interviews. 

• Organize the banquet three months in 
advance. 

• Invite faculty, alumni, and parents to 
the banquet. 

• At the banquet, award chapter 
members from each class year who live 
the Balance Man Ideal of developing a 
Sound Mind and a Sound Body. Their 
GPA is matched by their respect for 
the vessel of their mind, their body.

Similar Success 

Indiana Zeta had a GPA of 2.76 in 
the Fall of 1998 when it implemented 
the Balanced Man Scholarship. Every 
year, the chapter's GPA rose, from a 
2.76 to a 3.25 for the Fall of 2002. 
Over the course of those four years, an 
average of six men who had been 
interviewed through the BMS joined 
the chapter. SigEp became a more 
academically focused organization and 
more men were attracted to it. ,

Each chapter was big, each chapter had a beautiful 
house, and each chapter brought dishonor and 
disgrace upon Sigma Phi Epsilon. Today each chapter 
is closed, ending 280 years of SigEp life. 



uring the 2002-2003 academic year, Sigma Phi Epsilon 
I closed four historic chapters. "Nationals only cares about 

numbers" is a typical reaction to Headquarters policies, 
meaning that the national Fraternity cares only about 
running a business, instead of caring about the "brotherhood." Ask 
yourself two questions: What kind of "business" thrives when it loses its 
ability to produce its "product?" What kind of "brotherhood" exists in a 
culture of hazing, boozing, and drugging? It turns out that the word 
brotherhood is a phony shield, an excuse offered when we are not living 
up to who we say we are. Our business is '' Building Balanced Leaders for 
the World's Communities'' When we fail to do that, even worse when we 
are potentially harmful, it is the duty of your Headquarters staff, local 
Alumni and Volunteer Corporation, and university to take action. 

Closing chapters is a loss, a failure, and a necessary step to protect 
the honor of our name. We are sorry we had to close these chapters, 
sorry because we did all we could to infuse the shared values of Sigma 
Phi Epsilon into a void. It did not work, but we are not finished. The 
Fraternity is committed to returning to each campus, and others like it, 
with a new group of undergraduates — those, like our Founders, who 
believe in something different. We will establish chapters that bring 
glory to our name. 

What follows is a description of the events leading to the closures. 
When the chapter does not align its actions with the cardinal 
principles of Virtue, Diligence, and Brotherly Love, Headquarters and 
local volunteers attempt to work with the members of the 
chapter to bring about a meaningful change in culture. When 
all resources are expended, the difficult decision is made to 
close a chapter before permanent damage occurs. In the case of 
each of these four chapters, every attempt to help was 
unsuccessful. Dedicated alumni and volunteers are a crucial 
part of this process. In 2002-2003, we were unable to save 
these four chapters.

Indiana Beta (Indiana University) — 
Founded June 6, 1931; closed in 1938 
and reopened in 1947, operated for 71 
years; 1,962 lifetime members; a six- 
time Buchanan Cup chapter. Just 
three years ago, Indiana Beta had 1 80 
men. The chapter repeatedly violated 
risk management policies with open 
parties. Less and less men were living 
in the 80-man facility, making it 
financially difficult to operate. 
Simultaneously, brothers were not 
paying their dues, driving the debt up. 
Hazing allegations led to the chapter 
being placed on Alumni Advisory 
Council (AAC) status. An AAC is a 
special team appointed by the 
National Board of Directors to take 
over a chapter not upholding the 
standards of Sigma Phi Epsilon to re- 
organize it and perform a complete 
membership review. In the span of a 
few months, 180 men became 90, 
then 45. With the remaining members 
unable to fill the chapter house nor 
recruit men of high caliber to expand 
the chapter, the decision was made to 
close our Indiana Beta Chapter.

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Virginia Epsilon (Washington and 
Lee University) — Founded March 3, 
1906; closed from 1940-1960; 867 
hfetime members; a two-time 
Buchanan Cup chapter. On a campus, 
where 86 percent of the student body 
belongs to a Greek-letter organization, 
SigEp had deteriorated into a place 
that openly recruited members with 
alcohol; refused to eliminate hazing, 
had two incidents of alleged sexual 
assault in the 24 months prior to 
closure and misrepresented 
membership information to the 
school, its Alumni & Volunteer 
Corporation and the Headquarters. In 
the end, rather than allow mediocrity, 
SigEp closed its doors in Lexington. 

Since closure, members have 
continued to misrepresent themselves 
by claiming they had no knowledge of 
a problem. This, despite the fact that 
members were confronted by 
Headquarters staff and Virginia 
Epsilon alumni volunteers on more 
than one occasion prior to closure. 
Members attempted to form an 
underground fraternity. 

The university administrators and 
Sigma Phi Epsilon have partnered 
since the decision to close to ensure a 
successful return to campus.

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Washington Alpha (Washington 
State University) — Founded March 2, 
1912; continuously operated for 90 
years; 1,671 lifetime members. 
Allegations of sexual assault at an off- 
campus party unearthed a chapter 
focused on parties and raucous 
behavior. The university imposed 
probation on the chapter as a result of 
the party. Local law enforcement 
arrested a chapter member for drug 
trafficking in the house. An AAC was 
established to interview the 80-plus 
men in the chapter. A core group was 
rebuilding the chapter, but violated 
probation with another off-campus 
party. Simultaneously, the chapter's 
grades fell from a 2.9 to below a 2.5, 
the minimum standard for a SigEp 
chapter.

It takes more than a visit from the Regional Director or the District 
Governor to keep a chapter culture healthy. It takes the dedicated volunteerism 
of alumni and community leaders — people who are with a chapter on a daily, 
weekly, monthly basis. They provide guidance and perspective. They nurture 
the young man as he develops into an alumnus, someone who embraces the 
Balanced Man Ideal with enthusiasm and has respect for himself and others. 
When a chapter is devoid of volunteers or does not heed the advice of the 
existing volunteers, it is only a matter of time before the chapter destroys itself 
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Arizona Alpha (Arizona State 
University) — Founded February 16, 
1952; continuously operated for 50 
years; 1,379 lifetime members; a two- 
time Buchanan Cup chapter. Hazing 
allegations arose from a chapter retreat 
with new members in the Fall of 2000. 
The university placed the chapter on 
probation, and the chapter violated 
the probation by having social events 
at its chapter house. A fight erupted 
between the chapter and another 
fraternity, and there were allegations 
of a fight that occurred in the chapter 
parking lot. A pornographic film 
company filmed members of the 
chapter engaging in sexual activities in 
the chapter house.

Substance Abuse: Signs to look for 
and actions for a Brother to take

Substance abuse is the single greatest threat facing our undergraduate, and 
sometimes alumni, brothers. Most reportable student incidents on campus 
today involve substance abuse. Judge Mitch Crane, West Chester '77, 
nationally known expert on campus risk management issues, says that 
nearly every hazing death or injury involving fraternities and sororities has 
been related to alcohol. He knows of only one exception. 



When SigEp loses a chapter to 
disciplinary closure, substance abuse 
is nearly always a factor (see pages 28- 
29, four historic chapters closed last 
year with substance abuse as a factor 
in each). 

Before the problem escalates on a 
chapter level, there is a problem on an 
individual level. 

In pursuit of the Balanced Man 
Ideal, developing a Sound Mind in a 
Sound Body, a SigEp should not 
poison his body with illicit substances 
or excessive alcohol. His confidence in 
himself should be high enough that he 
does not need a crutch. As men who 
espouse Brotherly Love, it is our 
obligation to confront each other 
when we stray from the path. 

Substance abuse is preventable — 
only when the need for help Is 
recognized. Addiction is treatable — 
only when you act. 



Signs that illustrate behavioral 
and physical characteristics: 

■ Loss of interest in activities 

■ Personality changes — moody 
or aggressive 

■ Change in personal habits, 
values, and friends 

■ Physical decline — weight loss, 
neglect of appearance 

■ Poor academic performance — 
missing classes 

■ Financial problems 

■ Blackouts 

■ Poor judgment and decisions 

■ Self-abusive behavior — 
depression, and self- 
condemnation 



Look for these signs that 
illustrate alcohol abuse and 
alcoholism: 

■ Drinks increasing amounts; 
often intoxicated 

■ Preoccupied with drinking; 
excludes other activities 

■ Makes promises to quit, but 
breaks them; tolerance 
increases but seems unaffected 
by larger amounts 

■ Behavioral and personality 
changes (moody or aggressive) 

■ Conceals drinking; drinks 
alone 

■ Blackouts 

■ Denies drinking, becomes 
angry or defensive, and loses 
interest in appearance, 
hygiene, and health 

■ Chronic hangovers 

A drug or alcoholic dependent person 
may not have all the characteristics 
described above, but if a pattern 
emerges y further close investigation is 
warranted. 
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SigEp has teamed with the Office of National Drug Control Policy — the 
White House Drug Czar's office — and other agencies to provide assistance to a 
brother in getting help for himself or getting help with developing a plan for a 
friend. The Substance Abuse & Mental Health Services Administration 
(SAMHSA), a branch of the U.S. Department of Health and Human Services, 
provides a treatment facility locator on-line. This site provides a listing of all 
treatment facilities in your area and is a free service. It is confidential and will not 
be shared with any university or with the Fraternity.

meet the academic standard, they 
tell him to come back after raising 
his GPA. Their motto in 
recruitment is, "Recruit men who 
are better and smarter than you." 
In the winter quarter, the chapter 
recruited four more men with a 4.0 
GPA than in previous quarters. 



Their chapter house is 
conducive to academic success. 
No alcohol is consumed in the 
common areas, which are kept 
clean, leading to fewer distractions. 
There is a study room with a 
computer that has high speed 
internet access. Most brothers 
spend time at the chapter house. 
Finally, they have study tables that 
are not mandatory, but those who 
spend time at the study tables earn 
points toward room selections in 
the chapter house. The prized 
rooms are given out based on 
overall GPA and participation in 
chapter events.

GPA. Every spring and fall there is a Parents Weekend in 
Austin and the chapter's Parents Association awards one- 
time scholarships to Brothers achieving a 4.0 for the 
previous term.

What do President Bush and Mayor Bloomberg 
have in Common? SigEp Press Secretaries 




Texas Alpha, 
Texas 

Twice each day, 
the Press Secretary 
for the President 
holds a briefing 
with the media. 
He stands in a 
room full of television cameras and 
reporters ready to answer hundreds of 
questions. His answers are broadcast 
instantly around the world. He is the 
face of the White House to the press, and 
today, he is a SigEp. On July 14, Brother 
Scott K. McClellan, Texas Alpha, '90, 
replaced Ari Fleischer as Press Secretary 
for President George Bush. McClellan 
previously served as Deputy White 
House Press Secretary. He began working 
for President Bush in 1999 as the 
Deputy Communications Director, when 
Bush was the Governor of Texas. During 
the 2000 Presidential Campaign, he 
served as the Traveling Press Secretary. 

McClellan has been described as soft 
spoken and self deprecating, and is no 
stranger to the inner workings of 



government. Brother McClellan comes 
from a family very involved with politics. 
His mother, Carole Keeton Strayhorn, is 
the Texas State Comptroller and former 
Mayor of Austin. In fact, McClellan is a 
three-time Campaign Manager for his 
mother. His older brother, Mark 
McClellan, is Commissioner of the Food 
and Drug Administration and a former 
adviser to Bush. His grandfather was the 
law school dean at the University of 
Texas. When he was in the third grade, 
McClellan remembers talking into a loud 
speaker asking people to vote for his 
mother. Now, he discusses the President's 
plans for economic reform and foreign 
policy.

report the facts. His temper has been 
likened to the comic book hero the 
Hulk. Edward G. Skyler, Penn '95, is 

the Press Secretary for Michael 
Bloomberg, Mayor of New York City, 
and aggressively defends the mayor in 
dealing with the press. 

Skyler began his service to New York 
City in 1995. He graduated from Penn 
and worked at the Parks Department for 
four years. During this time, he served as 
Deputy Chief of Staff to Commissioner 
Henry J. Stern and later as the agency's 
Public Information Director. In 1999, he 
was appointed Deputy Press Secretary to 
Mayor Rudolph W. Giuliani where he 
served as a spokesman, coordinated press 
conferences and coverage of the Mayor at 
various events, such as the Millennium 
Celebration in Times Square. The next 
year, he left the Giuliani Administration 
to work in the corporate communications 
group of Bloomberg LP. In June, he 
joined Michael Bloomberg's successful 
mayoral campaign where he served as its 
Press Secretary. 



SigEp Loses One of Its Icons 



J. Russell Pratt, Michigan and Purdue, '39, died 
peacefully on July 27, 2003, at his home in 
Chatham, New Jersey. His wife, Helen, daughter, 
and son-in-law were with him. Brother Pratt 
became a pioneer in fraternity housing when he, 
along with Raymond C. McCron, Penn '43, 
and Lewis A. Mason, Syracuse '36, founded 
the Sigma Phi Epsilon Housing Loan Board in 
1959, to be funded by deposits made by 
undergraduate members to a Housing Loan 
Fund (HLF) and individual Chapter Investment 
Fund (GIF) accounts. In the 44 years since, the 
HLF and GIF have generated millions of dollars in 
loans and direct funding for chapter house 
construction and upkeep. 
I In 1965, Russ led the effort to establish an entirely 

separate National Housing Corporation (NHC) to administer 
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the funds and provide consultation for chapters. He 
served as NHC President from its chartering date in 
1965 until 1981. He maintained his interests and 
involvement in the housing efforts right up to his 
death. In July, the NHC broke new ground again 
in fraternity housing by creating a method and 
funding to provide first mortgage loans at 
discounted rates by combining loans for 
commercial funding. The process will put more 
than $ 1 5 million in new money into SigEp 
housing over the coming months.

Where did the money in my chapter's 
fund come from? 

The money in a scholarship fund comes 
from alumni and friends who make a gift 
specifically for a chapter. Undergraduate 
chapters should include a yearly gift to their 
fund in their operating budget. 

Does the money belong to my chapter? 

Technically when a donor makes a 
gift, it is made to the Sigma Phi Epsilon 
Educational Foundation. It is your 
Foundation, though, and it holds gifts 
made for your chapter s scholarship fund 
restricted for use by your chapter. Even 
when a chapter is closed, the Foundation 
realizes its responsibility to the alumni 
of that chapter and holds the scholarship 
fund in trust for many 
years until the chapter is 
re-opened. 



ou probably know that alumni 
make contributions to the 
Foundation. 

You know that the Foundation 
provides grants to the Fraternity for the 
programs that distinguish Sigma Phi Epsilon 
from any other college organization — ^programs 
like: the Ruck Leadership Institute, the 
Carlson Leadership Academies, the New 
Member Camp, the Balanced Man Quest to 
Greece, the Residential Learning 
Communities — and this is the short list! 

Something you might not know is that 
every chapter in Sigma Phi Epsilon has a 
scholarship fund with the Sigma Phi 
Epsilon Educational Foundation restricted 
for use by that chapter. In this article, we 
want to answer some of the most frequently 
asked questions about chapter scholarship 
funds, dispel any myths, and, hopefully, 
show how easy it is to use and contribute to 
your chapter's scholarship fund. 

Does my chapter have a scholarship 
fund with the Sigma Phi Epsilon 
Educational Foundation? 

Yes. Every chapter in Sigma Phi 
Epsilon has a fund restricted for its use held 
by the Educational Foundation. This 
scholarship fund is a very important 
resource for chapters, but is only of value 
when it is used. 

How did my chapter get this fund? 

The Educational Foundation set up 
the fund for your chapter. Your Foundation 
has over 500 scholarship funds and 
endowments each with a specific purpose. 
SigEp is one of the only fraternities in the 
Greek world that has a Foundation that 
supports its chapters so extensively.

Can a chapter use all of 
the money in its fund? 

No. The goal of a 
chapter scholarship fund 
is to provide a long-term 
resource. The gifts 
received for a scholarship 
fund become part of the 
principle of the fund 
which is never touched. 
The fund is invested 
with the rest of the 
Foundation's resources 
creating a very powerful 
portfolio. A chapter may 
access the return from this

• Undergraduates:

What is a return? 

Scholarship funds generate an annual 
return just like a mutual fund. A percentage 
of the return is the amount available for an 
award in a calendar year. The percentage of 
the fund is determined annually by the 
Foundation Board of Trustees. The Trustees 
take their role very seriously and closely 
monitor the performance of all funds to 
ensure the highest possible return for 
chapters. 

How can the annual return from a 
scholarship fund be used? 

The IRS has very strict guidelines on 
how these funds maybe used. Scholarship 
funds are used for just that: scholarships for 
tuition, books, and room and board while at 
college. The return is 
intended for the personal 
academic and leadership 
development of SigEp s 
undergraduate Brothers. 
Funds may not be used for 
chapter operations, dues, or 
parties. 



How does a chapter 
access its fund? 

The alumni 
corporation of the chapter is 
the gateway to access a 
chapter scholarship fund. 
When an award is decided, 
the alumni corporation 
contacts the Foundation and 
designates the recipient. The 
corporation authorizes the 
Foundation to make the 
award. The Foundation then 
processes the request and issues 
a check for the scholarship 
which is sent to a member of 
the alumni corporation for 
presentation. All scholarship 
requests must be approved by 
the alumni corporation.

Can a fund be used for any 
kind of scholarship? 

Each scholarship fund 
has a specific purpose agreed 
upon by the Educational 
Foundation and the chapter 
alumni corporation. The 
fund is governed by a working 
agreement', a simple 
document which outlines 
how a fund may be used 
setting forth award criteria, 
maximum and minimum 
awards, and the timeline for the selection of 
the recipients. Except in the case of 
endowments that are created for a specific 
purpose, the scholarship fund working 
agreement may be amended to meet the 
changing needs of a chapter. A fund is 
cannot make awards until it has a 
completed working agreement. 

Is there an unlimited amount of money 
in my chapter s fund? 

Each fund value is based on the gifts 
received and its investment performance. 
For a fund to produce a return it must have 
a minimum balance of $2,500. Some 
chapters make the mistake of promising 
large scholarships without first checking 
their available return. A chapter should 
always consult its alumni corporation 
before announcing an award. 

How do I check my chapter s fund 
balance and return? 

Your best resource for information 
about your chapter s scholarship fund is 
your Regional Director. Regional Directors 
have special training and can advise 
chapters and alumni corporations on the 
proper use of chapter scholarship funds. 
Alumni corporations and alumni may also 
contact the Foundation at any time. Britt

What do I do now? 

The Foundation works 
very hard to manage chapter 
funds and to ensure chapters 
are using their funds properly. 
Still, the responsibility of 
supporting your Educational 
Foundation falls to all 
Brothers and friends of Sigma 
Phi Epsilon. 

All Brothers: If you have 
questions about your fund, 
contact the Foundation. 
Undergraduates: Realize that you 
have a tremendous resource through the 
Foundation. It is your responsibility to 
use this resource and make sure your 
chapter leaders know how it may be used. 

Alumni Corporations: If you are 
currently using your scholarship fund, 
keep it up. If you are not, or are not sure 
if you have a working agreement set up, 
contact the Foundation. 

All Brothers & Parents: It is your 
opportunity to build your chapter 
scholarship fund. Some chapters have 
an annual return of over $25,000 for use 
in scholarships - quite a resource. If 
every Brother and parent contributed to 
the chapter scholarship funds, all SigEp 
chapters could have such resources. 
Your Foundation supports all 
chapters and the Fraternity as a whole. 
As the Fraternity grows, the demands 
for increased support from the 
Foundation also grow. Even though it is 
strong, the Foundation must constantly 
renew and grow its resources to keep 
making opportunities possible for our 
undergraduate Brothers. The 
Foundation needs the support of all 
Brothers, parents, and friends. This 
support can be through the chapter 
scholarship funds and through 
unrestricted giving. 

The Foundation is your 
Foundation. All Brothers in Sigma Phi 
Epsilon should feel free to contact the 
Foundation at any time.
